British and Italians. 
To Join Serbians 


With the increasing gravity, from 
the allies’ viewpoint, of the military 
Bi on in Servia; the attitude. of 
Greece toward the armies of the 
entente powers has become a matter 
of the deepest concern; and-an effort 
is being made to induce the Greek 
government to definitely state its in- 
tentions. 

It is said that the presence at Sa- 
loniki of a large number of French 
and British warships: with transports 
has made some impression on King 
Constantine and his advisors. But, 
with so much at stake, nothing short 
of-a positive guarantee of the safety 
of the French, British and Servian 
should they be compelled by circum 
stances to retire into Greece, will sat- 
isfy London and Paris, the ministers 
of which capitals are being strongly 
supported by the, Russian and Italian 
representatives. 

Thus far, the Servians are holding 
the Babuna pass and the French their 
position, but the pressure is necessar- 
ily being felt by troops who have been 
fighting for days without cessation. 

British and Italian troops are en- 
deavoring to reach the battlefield 
where the Servians are awaiting them, 
but does not say from what point they. 
are coming. The near east will be 
watched with considerable anxiety 
for the next few days. !

IROGERS SAYS ~ 


WILL REDUCE 
ALL RAIL RATE 


To Take Effect at Close of 
Navagation--- Will Mean a 


Reduction of 5c per 100 
On Grain 


( Calgary News-Telegram.) 

During his visit to Calgary on Sat- 
urday, the Hon. Robert Rogers made 
an announcement which will be re- 
ceived with gratification by every 
farmer in Western’ Canada. For sev- 
eral weeks the impression has been 
growing that there would be consid- 
erable of a reduction in the all-rate 
on grain between Winnipeg and the 
Seaboard; and at Calgary on Satur- 
day Mr. Rogers set all doubts at rest 
by declaring that at the close of navi- 
gation the Dominion government 
would put into effect on the National 
Tran: continental railway a rail rate 
which will be practically the same 
as the charge by water. If we re- 
member correctly, the rail rate is how 
i8c, while thé carrying charge via the 
lakes is 18c. The announcement of 
the minister, therefore, means that 
the government is going to clip bc a 
hundred of the freight charges; which. 
will also mean that the western farm- 
ers will benefit just that much on 
every car of wheat which is shipped. 
That reduction will also reduce any 
advantage which the American mar ‘ 
ket has over that of Canada, and’ 
should be the means of keeping Cana- 
dian wheat in channels all the way to 
the sea board,

INDUSTRIES LAUNCHED 
Industrial. Lesders Trying Their Hand 


in Many New Fields as a Result of 
War—Not Confined to Munitions 


The variety of the munitions of war 
“| Which are beng produced tm the tac: |- 
tories of Canada form a striking tri- 
| bute to the enterprise and energy of 
our manufacturers. Scores of com- 
panies are engaged in making shells, 
in many ‘cases after remodelling,, en- 
larging or building plants. 
work much ew machinery was need- 
ed of a type which had not been pre- 
viously manufactured in this country, 
and which is now being successfully 
made in great quantities, 
‘of firms: are making cartridge cases, 
others are, mgking 
saws, she}! finishing equipment, shell 
baking varnish. At least eight firms are 
usy making cordite, T.N.T. and oth- 
=| or explosives. 
iag bayonets, others are turning out 
bits, spurs, saddle arches and trees; 
saddlery and harness for cavalry. All 
kinds of military packing boxes and 
ammunition boxes are being produc- 
ed. Great orders are being exeouted 
for meas tins, travelling kitchens and 
eooking utensils, Many firms aro 
making small arms ammunition and 
seores are busy on such articles as 
bags, cloth, knitted goods, sheep-liin- 
ed coats and wagons. 
companies are very busy supplying 
articles needed for the medical corps 
and ammunition itakers. 

But {ft not only im producing war 
munitions that Canadian manufactur- 
ers have made progross since the out- 
break of the war. Foreign trade was/ 
seriously disturbed and many articles 
which were previously imported could 
not be had; and, consequently, our 
'| manufacturers turned their attention 
to the possibility of substituting Can- 
adian-made articles for those whjch 
had been bought abroad. 

A third féld in which Canadian 
manufacturers have made progress is 
in inereasing the production of goods 
used mainly for regular industrial 
purposes which have been manufac- 
tured in Oanada for some years.

TROOPS AT FRONT 


Urged to Take Personal Interest In 
the. Manufacture of Equipment 
For Soldiers 


One of Canada’s best known public 
men addressed the employéa of a 
large boot and shoe factory in 
treal at their anrfual gathering Inst 
week as follows: & 

“This Company has. obtained a con 
tract from te Government for 497009 
pairs of boots, to be used’ by tho sol 
d@iers going to the front 
formed by the managing director that 
& very low bid was put in for 'these 
goods, primarily for the purpose of 
keeping you men and women em- 
ployed during these times. 
Now, I want to say a word to; fou 
about the boot contract. These boots 
are to be worn by the Canadian sol- 
@ere who go to war. A scldier's 
usefulness depends largely upon his 
ability to march. ‘He cannot travel 
unless his feet are sound, and his 
feet can only be kept in good con- 
@ition tf his boots are right. The 
management will purchase the best 
material possible to fill this contract. - 
The superintendents will-use the ut- 
most vigilance, but unless everyone 
of you makes it a personal matter, 
pome of these boots may not be quite 
right. It is easy for a laste? to leave. 
@ nail in-the sole, which may lame 
@ man who wears the boot. The men 
who cut the soles might put in some 
weak shanks, in which case the sok’ 
diers wearing those boots could not) 
use a spade properly; and it might 
happen that on their boing able to dig 
entrenchments their very lives would 
depend. When you are putting in the 
eounters, remember that a bad coun- 
fer means a down-trodden heel and 
@ blistered foot: When you are nall- 
ing on the heels remember that to 
drive the nails one-sixteenth of an 
tach short might fnean that the heels 
would come off and the wearer be 
handicapped in marching. You wo- 
men of the stitching room remember 
that if the linings are not put in 
properly or any bunching occurs, it 
may result in a blister where the foot 
is chafed. -Now, I want everyone of, 
you to remember that these boots are 
to be worn by. our Canadian buys, and 
that. a, bad boot may mean a lame 
soldier, and a lame soldier may mean 
f}@ Canadian taken prisoner or shot. 
People are giving large sums of 
money to help those who go to the 
war. You can help by seeing that 
they are properly shod. The honor 
of the firm, and the lives of our brave 
men, I leave in your hands with per 


fect confidence.”
